At 
the outset of the, troubles on attack by the 
rabble of the adjacent native city was quite 
within the bounds of* possibility. - Fortunately 
at Tientsin onr pecunjury interests are on «quite 
a minor scale, but during the siege of the 
settlement we-were greatly perturbed -concern- 
ing the safety of our, European stuff (Messrs. 
‘Lindsay, Gilmour and Adamson), who man- 
fully struck-to their posts during. storm and 
stress, despite shot apd shell. “Naturally the 
Chino import trade has boew gyoatly humpered; 
stocks havo scenmulated to &H —wrplonsan! 
extent, and the bank has had to exercise groat 
forbearance towards its customers, who, through 
no fault of their own, havo found themselves 
seriously embarrassed by goods which in normal 
times would lave found ready customers. So 
fur there have been no failares amongst foreizrn 
merchants, but after a typhoon we must took for 
Aorts wreckage. I am afraid that Lancashire 
for some time 1o come must oxpect little or ne 
support from China, and, therefore, it is all the 
more grati fying that tho Indian markets for 
cotton yoods are improving. I take this 
opportunity, of stoting that tho bank has had 
yery extensive dealings with Chiness traders, 
and has always found them reliable and honest. 
By their integrity and solvency they have shown 
a Pright example to other mercantile commani- 
ties, Wise mon decline to prophesy regarding 
the futuro of China, Let us earnestly hope 
that no international complications will result 
from tho present imbroglio, and that Europe 
will learn salutary lessons from recent events. 
1 have no wish to paltiate the horrible 
cruolty. of certain of the governing clanses, 
but we must remember that there are two 
aides to evory question. “Chineso methods 
are strangely “at veriance with « Western- 
notions, and from the Peking standpoint, great 
provocation was endured ero in their impotent 
wrath they tarned to rend their enemies. 
Their grievances embracod—hypotheeation of 
the Customs revenues for tho up-keep. of the 
foreign debt crested to recompense those who 
had forced a war upon thom; the. consequent 
‘pressure put upon ‘the Vicoroys to supply tho 
Foads of the Imporidl Government by in- 
creased. internal fexation; the alienution. of 
territory; concessions obtained by foreigners 
through political pressure and/or bribery,of high 
officials, whereby the people wore shocked in 
their prejudices und dixtarbed in their property 
without their previous consent. Up toa late date 
our dealings with the,Chinese wore confined to 
s gatisfactory’ interchange of commodities at 
the seaboard and riverine treaty ports, plus 
navigation of the wuterways. nless We ore 
prepared for further nsssacres and corisequent 
political turmoil, I am of opinion, after reparas 
tion for recent treachery, that we should, for a 
tinie, be content to resame our former position. 
When a strong central Govgrnment is created. 
then we might assume’ gradually a forward 
movement, ‘Any unviso attempt to force the 
pace now will only add to the danger of disin- 
tegration and possible conflict, between the 
Euro nations. ‘There is much talk about 
large indemaities from the Chinese. for the 
damage done to foreign property, but I fail to 
geo whore the money is to come from, as the 
Custome are already pledged up to the hilt, 
Before conclading my remarks, would testify 
to the zeal: evinced and care exercised by our 
managers during o tima of turmoil and alarm. 
Gentlemen, I have much pleasure in proposing 
the following resolution: “That an interim 
dividend for the half-year ended ” June , 30th 
Jast at the rate of 10 per cent per annum, frea 
of income tax, be now declared payable.on and 
after the 24th inst.” {Applause.)

NO—WITH QUALDFICATIONS. 

I think I may claim that, during my playing 
caroor, T had opportunities of testing the 
changes i in the ganto in actual practice, such as 
fow men had. During the ‘sixteen years that I 
played first-class foothall, I. saw the “completo 
transformation of the methods of play, and was 
an active participater in tho revolution, Since 
my rotirement J have follgwed the gameclosely 
aga reforse and a momber of thie Welsh Rugby 
Union Selection ‘Committes. Thorofore, I think 
I may claim acquaintance with the game as it 
was, and with the game as it is.. If.the qnos- 
‘tion ‘as ‘to deterioration applied to the proxerit 
position ax compared with’ the days when I was 
first admitted toa first-class team, there contd 
be but one answer—that the game has improvod 
immensely. But if wo compare last season with 
tho period covered by the season from 189!.3 to 
to 1897-8, it is not so easy to answer. My ow 
opinion—~and I know it is aharet! by many com- 
petent crities—is that tho’ stanilard of interna. 
tional football in 1900. was lower than it had 
At tho firat 
blush that might appear to be proof positive 
that the game has deteriorated. Butit is not 
necessarily so. We must differentiate, between 
the essential and thé accidental.. I hold most 
strongly that tho law of progress—the law. of 
evolution—applies to the game of Rugby 
football’ as it does. to tho human race and 
spcial institutions. So long as -Rugby foot- 
ball has a nseful part to play in the physical de- 
velopment and recreation of tho race, TF believe 
it will continuo to improve. I would continue 
to: belive “it, even if Iv saw- ovidences’ of 
temporary deterioration. _ I do not believe that 
the last word has been. said upon the seiontifie 
possibilities of the game; I do’ not believe that 
the gaine, ag it was pluyed in my day, i iy the 
highest developmont of which it is capable. The 
game can be improved, and it will be improved. 
Bat it does not follow that becduse the game ix 
improved, the play at a given period must thero- 
fore be better than atany earlier periods Tt all 
depends upon the tuams. .

In there gumes we had bril- 
liant individual play, clever combination, and 
the, display of those qualities of: resourca and 
judgment. which go to tha making of Rugby 
football at its best. And the team who gave an 
exhibition of football worthy of the. hest traiti- 
tions of the modern gamo wero a stratch team 
of Barbarians. “Individually, they were a very 
fine lot, und they were not entirely strangers to 
each othor..
